FARM S FOR A SONG. 


T H E LEATH ER B A C K TU RTLE. 


Biggest of All T urtles, an Ocean Roamer, 
It Is Never Content in C aptivity. 


A m arine cre atu re hard to keep alive 
In captivity is the leatherback 
turtle. 
T h e leatherback is a sea turtle and it 
is the biggest of all the turtles, It grows 
to weigh a thousand pounds or more, six 
or eight times as much as a man. 
In Septem ber, 1908, the New 
York 
aq u a riu m received from the Jersey coast 
a loather back turtle weighing SOT* pounds 
w hich survived in captivity tw euty-tw o 
days, a record for lug lentherbacks in 
this acqtmrium, as perhaps it would be 
found to l»e as to all. There was received 
here on July (I of the present year, also ploughed 
from Jersey w aters, a leatherback weigh­ 
ing 530 pounds which Jived seven days. 
T h e aeq u n m an has now, taken in the 
anm e locality on J u ly IO, a leatherback 
tu rtle weighing 350 pound*. 
T h e le a therbaeks captured 
hereabout 
are found in fishermen’s nets, which they 
have invaded in search of food. Some* 
tim es when they find themselves* thus 
ca u g h t in nets the big turtles break their 
w ay out, followed through the gap by 
th o u san d s of fishes. 
B esides being the biggest of all turtles, 
the leatherback lins als ► proportionately 
the biggest of all forw ard flippers. 
Its 
rear flippers are* not rem arkable, but its 
fo rw ard flippers are so great as to #ug- 
0 gest big wings, T his 350 pound leather- 
back would probably m easure from the 
tip of its beak to th** tip of Its tail about

feet; 
with

flippers e x - j 
tended it would probably m easure from 
tip 
to 
tip 
across 
between 
7 
and 
8 
feet 
W ith its g rea t forw ard flippers the 
leaflierback, so nam ed because its top 
shell has some flexibility, is a very able 
sw im m er. 
In captivity the leatherback is always 
trying to get out. F or that m atter so 
are all captive turtles, little and big, but 
most of them, including the big logger-1 
heads, learn to go about it more or less I 
gently. 
They will try one place in tho ' 
pool wall and find no way and then they J 
will nerve along leisurely to another aud 
try there, and they m ay spend a whole I 
lot of their time in such fruitless efforts 
to escape, and yet many turtles live years 
in captivity and thrive and grow fat. 
Not so the big leatherback. H e keeps 
alw ays a t the wall of the pool and butts 
a g a in -t it in his efforts to get through, 
and in his vain efforts he pines and re­ 
fuses food.
